It is disheartening to witness 
crumbling of hopes for universal 
peace, but it is futile to ignore 
them. Although the situation is a 
yet not hopeless, it appears that 
the League of Nations must even 


ually go the way of all other ideal 


istic enterprises for the pacifica 
tion of mankind, 
Treaties pledging: security, 


agreements providing for arbitra 
tion of differences between nations, 
pacts excluding hideous methods of 
warfare—all these have been sol- 
emnly entered into in the past. 
But with what result? 

Ixperience has proved over and 
over again that among the most 
advanced nations of a boasted 
Christian civilization the cynical 
slogan, ‘necessity knows no law,” 
still prevails. 

Long before the World War the 
integrity of Belgium was agreed 
to by the Huropean powers, includ. 
ing Germany; all the great powers 
agreed in 1899 to refrain from the 
use of poisonous gases; the de 
struction of helpless non-combat- 
ants was universally banned by 
common consent, Yet Germany in- 
vaded Belgium; she began the use 
of poisonous gases at Ypres; she 
destroyed non-combatants in sub- 
marine and aerial warfare, Near- 
ly every treaty or convention made 
by Germany became a “scrap of 
paper”? at the command of neces- 
sity. Other nations have not been 
blameless in this respect by any 
means. 

In 1922 at the Naval Arms Re- 


duction Conference, the great 
powers again agreed to refrain 


from the use of gases in war, yet 
the United States and all the rest 
are working with feverish haste 
to devise more effective and ter- 
rible agencies of gas warfare than 
ever before,

when the urge of necessity comes 
they usually prove to be only 
“seraps of paper.”
